for school purposes. The rate for each 

district may be entirely different. It 
‘depends on the needs of the district 
what -the rate shall be. Only one tax 
notice will be issued, ‘however. Thg 
| notice will-show all taxes due, both 
Municipal “and School. This will be 
a great convenience to taxpayers and 
will do away with the necess ty of 
tax notice being issued by all School 
Districts. 


It might also be noted that a 
Rural Municipality will have full 
authority to enforce payment. of 


taxes; either by levying distress, en- 
tering ‘suit, or tak ng action against, 
the land ,and all arrears of taxes 
outstanding whether from assessments 
levied by the Municipality, by a Sma- 
ll Local Improvement District or by 
the Department n a large Local Im 
provement District, are payable to 
the Municipality. 


There is also provisfons in the 
Rural Municipality Act whereby, twen- 
ty Municipalities may combine to 
from a,Hail Insurance District for 
for purpose of making good any loss 
that “may occur in such district 
from hail. The fund from .which  th- 
ese losses are to be paid ~ will be 
made ‘up by g-general tax on all the 
asseSsable lands in the Hail Insurance! 
District. Hach rate according to the 
amount they require to raise. This 
will give hail insurance at cost. With 
reference to the improvements that a 
Municipality may carry on, it may be 
moted that a  Munictpality . has full 
power to procure all necessary land 
by our chase or by, 
necessary. Ny yee? 


Rural Municipalities are given very 
complete control of affairs, but there 
is'one point, however, in conneceion 
with which they are not given any 
lberty, and that is’ the, granting of 
binuses. The Act prohibits any |Muni- 
cipality fram granting ge bonus of 
any kind to any person, company or 
corporation and this is certainly a 
very wise provision. 


It might also be pointed out that 
there needs be no great expense in 
Rural Municipalities in connection 
with running their affsirs. The secre- 
tary-treasurer will levy the taxes, and:
